All real Americana are gratified that Beuther escaped miraculously 
with his life, and that he can hope to recover full use of his arm. 
Bien those who disagree with Heather s views, and who think that 
both till opinions and the weight which his Influence gives those opin­ 
ions are an unhappy complication of present problems, certainly do 
not wish hint quieted by treachery, by hidden end secret violence bv 
assassination out of the darkness.
